the Alaska Commercial Company nnd 
linked a letter of credit into his pouch. 
Thon he harnessed his dogs and v.-ent 
down on the. ice at a pace that only 
he could travel. One Indian down, an- 
other Indian back, a.nd four tennis of 
dogs was his record. 
And lit Forty 


Mile und Circle. City he bought ulaims 
by the score. 
.Many of these were to 


prove utterly worthless, but some, few of 
them were to show up mure astonittliiug- 
]v than any on Bonanza. He bought right 
awl left, paying as low us lifty dollars 
and a« high as live 
thousand.

highest one ho bought in the. Trivoli aa- 
loou. 
It was an uppur claim on Kldo- 


rudo, anil when he agreed to tliu price 
Jacob Wilkius, an old timer just re- 
turned from a look at the moose pasture,

First, it wns expected of him because it 
had been his way in the old days.

Paul Petti, Section Hand, Meets Death While at
